n some remote area of our nation's forests, perhaps at this very moment, 
two parachutists drift down from a small plane orbiting overhead into 


a blazing inferno. They're smoke jumpers, out to extinguish the blaze 
before it spreads. 


Parachuting fire fighters into remote forest areas began experimen- 


tally in 1939. The first actual fire jump was made in 1940. Since then, 
the men of this unique service have saved countless acres of our nation's 
timber from fire. 


There are roughly 390 smoke jumpers with the U.S. Department of 


Agriculture's Forest Service, plus a number of others with the Park Service 
and Bureau of Land Management, stationed near our forests. 


Each jumper averages 8 to 10 actual fire jumps per season—usually 


July through September. 


Most fires are caused by lightning. During storms, jumpers suit up 


and patrol their areas, airborne and ready to leap to a blaze moments 
after it has started. 


Fire jumps are usually made by two-man tuims. Tools, a two-day 


supply of rations and paper sleeping bags are pnrachuh-d in with them. 
On the ground the men put out the fire, then reirk/e fheir parachutes, 
pack their gear and hike out to civilization. 


Many of today's smoke jumpers are college students who do it as a 


summer job. Applicants must be between 18 and 28 to qualify. 


Rookies take two weeks of physical training before making seven 


qualifying jumps. Then they're assigned to a team similar to this one at 
a base near Winthrop, Washington.

This anomaly can certainly 


be corrected, and in a routine 
manner. In this day and age 
of 
modern 
dentistry 
none 


need suffer from bad-looking 
teeth. 


Ideally, the eyeteeth should 


be moved back to their origi- 
nal position in the jaw. This 
can be done with orthodontic 
appliances. The spaces thus 
created 
would 
leave 
room 


enough to replace the missing 
laterals. This should be done 
by means of fixed bridges 
that are attached to eyeteeth 
alone, or to both eyeteeth and 
central incisors. The choice 
is dependent 
on 
conditions 


that exist and the evaluation 
and ability of the dentist. 


Alas, it is expensive. 
It's 


hard to say how much since it 
differs 
in all parts of 
the 


country, and from dentist to 
dentist. But it's not expensive 
for the type of work required.

heart game. Should trumps 
break 2-2 he would have no 
trouble making an overtrick.

Hope Prescott 


It has been awhile since Roy Rogers galloped into his final 


celluloid sunset, wheeled the great, golden gelding against 
purpled skies and gave it the old "hats off" to a million kids 
in a thousand Saturday matinees across the country. 


That was the end of Roy Rogers: King of the Cowboys. But, 


by no means, was it the end of Rogers as a public figure. 
Today he is classified by most observers as being among the 
world's most expert big game hunters and trap and skeet 
shooters. 


Rogers, a lifetime member of the Amateur Trapshooting 


Association and an annual combatant in the Grand American 
at Vandalia, Ohio (World Series of shotgun shooting), spends 
nearly all his time pursuing his relatively new occupation. 


He has shot polar bear in the Arctic; lion, elephant and 


antelope in Africa; jaguar in South America, and everything 
in the United States. He is 54 and he says, "I've only begun. 
There are so many places yet to hunt across." 


Next to hunting, trap shooting is his favorite pursuit, "f 


got into this sport quite a few years back when Clark Gable 
took me to a trap club in Los Angeles. 


"Clark had recently been given a Winchester shotgun and 


was itching to try it out. Gable was an excellent shot and 
often hunted with Hemingway at Hemingway's ranch in Sun 
Valley, but when he got up there he couldn't do a thing with 
his new gun. 


"He walked back from the field with his dark eyes darker 


than ever and said: 'Who would like to buy this gun—cheap?' 
I said that I would like to have the gun and in a matter of a 
minute the deal was closed. 


"Gable then brought me out to the firing line, handed me 


my new gun and said: 'Go ahead champ.' I think he pro- 
nounced 'champ' with a 'u' in the middle. 


"Well, the upshot of it was I busted 35 claybirds in a row 


and Gable didn't speak to me for the rest of the afternoon." 


Rogers' eyes twinkled as of old when he recalled the Gable 


story, and you could almost see him up there on the big

But he did make a com- 
ment in a peom once about be- 
ing a man "if" you could keep 
your head when, all about, others 
seemed to be losingtheirs. There 
will be no current or doubtless 
early 
unanimity 
of thinking, 


though many thinking "this" will 
And agreement, and many think- 
ing "that" will do so also. 


We can be assured of this: 


That in time so much of what 
now is going on, or has gone 
on of late, will pass. Our times 
doubtless never will be the same 
as once they were — but, then, 
at no point in history were times 
ever what they had been pre- 
viously. We have only the sugges- 
^ 
to one and all, that each 


man or woman endeavor to put 
his thoughts in what order he 
can, cling to some of the old 
truths, and understand as com- 
passionately as is possible that 
life is change. Times ahead will 
bring even more transition. 


It requires a kind of valor for 


the individual citizen, probably 
feeling very much alone and adrift 
if his thoughts, to restrain him- 
self, his emotions, to "continue 
to apply his brain when the brain 
itself cries for relief from still 
more duty. But we must try, each 
of us. That is all we can suggest.
